They had been told by one of their Other two 
sons, LeRoy . who lives near Chillicothe, that he had 
been notified that his brother had been lost.

then wrote to the War Department for co nfirmatio n. 
The War Department s reply ex plained that Klmet 
had given his brother’s name as his closest relative for 
emergency notification 
Mrs. Streitenberger told of her son s service as 
she rocked back and forth on the porch of her home on 
the Jamestown Pike 
Her voice was steady and she 
was outwardly calm. 
But tears came to her ey es as 


she repeated over and over again that the War De­ 
partment had not said Elmer had been killed—just 
that he was “missing in action ” 
She clung to the 
hope that he might be held prisoner by the Japs— 
that lo’ might not be dead and that he

SUPPLY LINE IS BATTERED 


WASHINGTON. 
July 13—(/P) 
—The price control appropriation 
went 
before 
the 
Senate today 
with a warning by Leon Hender­ 
son that price fix ing limitations 
sought 
by farm 
groups 
would 
cripple an important part of the 
anti-inflation program. 
The limitations 
are contained 
in a $1,8 56,000,000 
supplemental 
appropriations bill, for war agen­ 
cies. The bill includes $120,000,- 
000, tied down by a series of re­ 
strictive amendments, to finance 
a y ear's operation of the Office of 
Price Administration which Hen­ 
derson directs. 
Although the $120,000,000 OPA 
fund allowed by the Appropria­ 
tions Committee is an increase of 
$45,000,000 
above 
the 
amount 
previously voted by the house, it 
is $20,000,000 less than the small­ 
est amount the price administra­ 
tor 
had 
asked. He said the cut 
would 
limit OPA operations se­ 
verely 
but that 
this 
problem 
could be met. 
Henderson's main criticism of 
the bill 
was directed against an 
appropriation committee amend­ 
ment to prevent the OPA from 
fix ing prices on any commodity 
made 
in whole or in part from 
a farm 
product unless the price 
reflected HO percent of parity . 
In a statement issued Saturday 
night 
Henderson said the farm 
price restriction would force re­ 
peal of general 
max imum price 
regulations because it would re­ 
q uire 
studies o n 
tho usands o f 
items of food, clo thing and indus­ 
trial 
products 
before 
ceilings 
could be set. 
Senator Wagner (D-NY) asser­ 
ted in a broadcast last night that

American railroads are rolling in­ 
to this war much wiser and far 
better prepared to handle traffic 
for both military and commercial 
service than they were in the last 
one. 
“It won't happen again!” y ou 
hear the bosses say when they 
recall the war-traffic 
snarls 
o f 
1918. Still, they know they must 
deal with possible tie-ups if gas- j 
dine and rubber rationing 
fo rces 
highway traffic to the rails. 
Today trains run faster, load 
more freight, pull heavier loads j 
and o perate on split-second sched­ 
ules. 
Operators report this with a 
degree of caution—knowing the 
jam they could get into if sud­ 
denly they had to take on a large 
share of the traffic of 4,650,000 
motor trucks and 27 ,000,000 pas­ 
senger automobiles. 
They 
are 
try ing to get priority on materials 
for 120,08 0 more freight cars this 
y ear and 150,000 in 1943, many 
more locomotives and at least 500 
new passenger cars. With mater­ 
ial shortages bedeviling the war 
production 
board, 
these wants 
may not all be met. 
So, say s J o hn J. Pelley , presi­ 
dent o f The Association of Amer­ 
ican Railro ads, 
someday 
soon 
shippers may no t be able to get 
just the so rt o f car or service 
they want o n the day they want 
it, and trav elers, in large numbers 
may no t be table to get the ac­ 
co mmo datio ns they desire. 
At present the passenger pro s­ 
pect is the to ughest. -Ro ads re­ 
po rt a 30 percent increase in pub­ 
lic demand and an o v er-all 40 
percent use o f ex tra-co st acco m- 
mo tio ns by 
the 
armed 
fo rces. 
Traffic is beco ming terrific in the 
larger po pulatio n centers, 
Hence, 
rail o fficials earnestly 
ask the public to co o perate in 
scheduling trips, and to fo rego 
weekend trav el if po ssible. They

co nv entio ns, spo rts 
ev ents, recreatio n spo ts and the 
like.

Treating Burns 
Another first aider said in an­ 
swer to a question: "In case of as­ 
phyxia, remove ob structions from 
the mouth, such as the tongue." 
"In case of a fire, put it out." "In 
case of a b leeding head wound, put 
a tourniquet around the neck." 
I am inclined to b elieve that the 
most frequent wound that will oc­ 
cur in civilian practice during the 
emergency will b e b urns and I am 
also inclined to b elieve that most 
b urns should b e left to profes­ 
sio nal first aid teams. Certainly 
the b est thing to do for a person 
with a b urn of any extent is to 
wrap him in a b lanket and convey 
him as gently as possib le to a hoa- 
pital fo r emergency treatment. 
Kindi o f Burn* 
A burn i* two or three kinds o f 
a liability . In ‘he first place, it is 
an o pen wo und that may beco me 


infected. Most b urns are contami­ 
nated b ecause they are exposed to 
the air. to people hovering over 
them, allowing b acteria from the 
uncovered nose and throat to fall 
upon them and not infrequently 
they are grossly infected with 
home remedies that are supposed 
to b e antiseptic in nature. 
Prevention of infection is prob ­ 
ab ly the most important single fac­ 
tor in the treatment of b urns. For 
that reason cover the patient up 
with even a reasonab ly clean b lan­ 
ket or sheet anu take him to a hos­ 
pital where a surgical team in 
mask, gown and rub b er gloves car 
handle the wound. 
Grease Dressing 
For a long time the standard 
treatment for b urns was to cover 
them with sterile oil or sterile 
grease. 
Lately 1 understand in 
some places this treatment has 
b een criticized. Yet 1 heard one 
of the most prominent surgeons 
in Boston who has had a large ex­ 
perience with b urns say in a talk 
that he b elieved he would rather 
have his b urn covered with sterile 
vaseline or sterile grease than any­ 
thing he knew of. He preferred a 
grease dressing to the use of tan­ 
nic acid and the various sulfa 
drugs. Therefore, the b est treat­ 
ment for a small b urn is simply to 
cover it with a sterile piece of 
gauze until a surgeon is availab le. 
In large b urns th ■ second liab ili­ 
ty which occurs is the loss of b lood 
plasma from the open wound. This 
causes diminished b lood volume 
decreased heart output, stagnation 
of the circulation and the whole 
picture of what is called thermal 
shock. This can b e treated b y a 
b lood or plasma transfusion.
